Nobel prize 

for Silenced 

Czech poet

The Nobel Prize for Litera- 


iure was awarded yesterday to 
Jaroslav Seifert, aged 83, the 


anoffcial poet laureate of 
Czechoslovakia and literary 
hero of resistance to the Nazis, 


whose voice has been silenced 
by the. authoritîes since the 
brief “Prague Spring” of 1968. 

The Swedish Academy said 
tat it had chosen Seifert “for 
his poetry which, endowed with 
freshness, sensuality, and rich 
inventiveness, porvides a liber- 
ating image of the indomitable 
spirit of man". 

Like many trae poets, Seifert 
is a dissident by nature. His 
curliesl work, labelled “prolet- 
arian". was socialist, but with a 
haman sympathy that stopped 
M1 propaganda. He 
broke with (he Communist 
Partly after a visit to the Soviet 


Union in 1929. 
After his experimental 
periud, cxemplificd by “On 


Wireless Wares, the shock of

The International Institute for 
Strategic Studics"s annual review 
of the world’s militar balance 
once more draws altention io the 
East-West gap in conventional 
forces.

Neither the observation nor 
the debate which it engenders is 
new.

They involve 
what the Pentagon. with a fine eye 
for a catchline, has christened 
Emergent TechnologyorET. 

ET is the product of micro- 
circuitry and the silicon chip and 
parallel! advances which are 
threatening 10 revolutionize 
military science as they are 
almost everything else. For the 
first time in the history ' of 
warfare soldiers are having lo 
conlcmplue a battle in which 
they mighı find most of the 
targets they are looking for and 


destroy 1hecm first time — 
without that is, the lasting 
collateral damage associated 


with nuclear weapons and the 
implicit Lhreat of mutual geno- 
cide. That is the theory anyway. 

The problem about Nato’s 
sıralegy of flexible response. 
formally adopted in 1467, is that 
while it might indeed constitute 
a response. it is certainly not 
very flexible.

If the agrcement means an end to 
tacessive bulding and despoılation 
of the environment.
